A Crawford County Sheriff's Deputy 
recovered the body of a deceased woman 
from the frigid waters of Lake Margrethe 
early Sunday. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A, 
Wakefield said a 911 call was received at 
9:17 a.m. on Sunday, Dec. 18, reporting a 
female was in Lake Margrethe and was 
believed to be deceased. 

Crawford County Sheriff’s Deputies and 
the Grayling City Police responded and 
found a body floating approximately 200 
feet from shore. It was unknown as to when 
the individual may have entered the water. 
A Deputy entered the water and brought the 
body back to shore. Mobile Medical 
Response (MMR) EMS were on the scene, 
and the woman was pronounced dead. 

The family of the individual found 
deceased, who reported the body in the 
lake, as they followed the footprints from 
their residence to the location she was 
found. The woman was identified as 
Elizabeth Ann Herberg, 49, from Portage. 

Wakefield said no foul play is believed to 
be suspected.

diers fighting a war and separated 
from their homes and loved ones 
as Christmas came. 

But strange things happened on 
the World War } battle front in 
1914 .... a miracle perhaps. 

On the Western Front during 
World War 1, fighting had been 
fierce, but on Christmas Eve in 
1914, firing from the German 
trenches suddenly stopped. British 
soldiers then halted their firing, 
too. 

All was quiet, 
unofficial and 
Christmas peace. 

Although soldiers on both sides 
had been warned sternly against 
fraternization, some German sol- 
diers and some British soldiers left 
their rifles behind and cautiously 
emerged from their separate 
(renches into no-man’s Jand, 

Then more soldiers from both 
sides came out, too. Soon they 
were shaking hands, wishing each 
other Merry Christmas, even 
exchanging cigarets and schnapps. 
Soldiers from different nations 
traded names and addresses, join- 
ing together in Christmas songs. 
Christmas trees and lanterns 
appeared from the trenches. The

Germans brought out a keg of 


beer, and the British produced tins 
of beef and jam. 


The unofficial truce which

began on Christmas Eve lasted all 
of Christmas Day. Makeshift soc- 
cer games even developed. 

On the morning after Christmas, 
the British captain fired three shots 
into the air and returned to his post 
on the British side. 

His German counterpart — who 
had been drinking beer with the 
British officer just hours earlier - 
also had returned to the German 
side. The two officers bowed to 
each other, saluted, and all the 
troops returned to their own lines. 

A few moments later, the 
Germans fired two shots into the 
ae, 

And the war was back on again. 

The story of the Christmas Eve 
truce is a fascinating tale, and indi- 
cates how the magic of Christmas 
can be at work .... if we give ita 
chance. 

ANOTHER = WONDERFUL 
Christmas story also involves men 
wearing the uniforms of their 
country at Christmas time. 

On December 21, 1968, just a 
few days before Christmas, Apollo 
8 lifted off from the Kennedy 
Space Center on the first manned 
mission to the moon, 

Its purpose was to orbit the 
moon in preparation for an actual 
moon landing on a subsequent 
space shot.

The astronauts of 1968, like the 
doughboys of 1914, were separat- 
ed from their families, their loved 
ones, and their familiar surround- 
ings for the magic time that is 
Christmas, 

But the crew of Apollo 8 did not 
forget nor neglect the real meaning 
of Christmas, even while they 
were on such an unusual and 
important mission and a great dis- 
tance from home. 

As Apollo 8 entered its orbit 
around the moon on Christmas 
Eve, the crew began to relay back 
to Earth live television pictures of 
the moon and the Earth. 

As Christmas 1968 dawned on 
Earth, this is how the crew ended 
their broadcast from space: 

“For all the people on Earth, the 
crew of Apollo 8 has a message we 
would like to send you: 

“In the beginning God created 
the heaven and the earth. And the 
earth was without form, and void, 
and darkness was upon the face of 
the deep .....” 

Then the three man crew taking 
turns continued reading the first 10 
verses of the Book of Genesis, 
which ended: 

“... and God called the dry land 
earth; and the gathering together 
of the waters He called the Seas. 
And God saw that it was good.” 

Commander Frank Borman then 


concluded the Christmas message 
from space: “And from the crew of 
Apollo 8, we close with good 
night, good luck, a Merry 
Christmas, and God bless all of 
you .., all of you on the good 
Earth.” 

The vastness of space, and the 
perspective the astronauts were 
observing first hand added special 
significance to their choice of mes- 
sage. 

* * * 

JUST AS THE soldiers from 
opposing sides of World War 1, 
fought 54 years earlier, the men of 
Apollo 8 also recognized the real 
reason for the season of Christmas. 

The ALMANACK is pleased to 
echo Apollo’s message from space 
40 years later, but from the per- 
spective of familiar ground instead 
of the vastness of space: 

To all of you, from the 
Almanack, a very Merry 
Christmas and a wish that God’s 
blessings reach every one of you 
and all your loved ones.

pers and mail as a sign your 


home is emply. Leaving 
mail unattended for days 
also Opens you up to poten- 
tial tdentity theft. 

Make arrangements for a 
neighbor to create car and 
foot tracks to your house if 
it snows while you’re gone. 
You should arrange for 
someone to shovel your 
sidewalks and driveway 
while you’re away, too, 

A loud TV or radio can be 
a better deterrent than the 
best alarm system. If you’re 
reluctant to leave your TV 
on while you’re out of town 
you can buy a device that 
works on a timer and simu- 
lates the flickering glow of a 
real television. . 

Make sure someone you 
(rust in your neighborhood 
knows you're out of town so 
they can watch for anything 
suspicious. Nosy neighbors 
are a great deterrent because 


burglars will break a win- 
dow to get in knowing that 
most people will stop if they 
hear a sound but if the 
sound doesn’t repeat they 
will shrug it off. Your 
neighbor is more likely to 
cal] the police if they know 
youre out of town and it 
can’t be you making that 
noise. 

Avoid announcing your 
vacation on Facebook or 
any other social networking 
site. It’s easier than you 
think to find your address.

The information obtained 
from this vision screening 
is preliminary only and 
docs nol constitute a diag- 
nosis of vision problems, 
This is not the same as an 
eye cxam.
